PRESIDENT TODAY

HEN the President gpeakn In this

city today the whole cauntry will walt
on hin werds, as the whele country walled
on what he would eay at the time he ad-
drpssed the new oftizana hers on May 10
of last year.

The Lusitania had then Just been sunk.
More thap ope hundred Americans had
been drowned. Woyld the Chlef Exeey-
tive of this nation denounce the hitherto
unthinkable outinge? Wouyld he condemn
the disregard of the rights of neutrals
and noncombatants? Would he take ad-
vantage of the opportunity to anneunce
the detérminntion of the United States to
compel rppatation from Germany? The
world lstened and this e what It heard:
The example of Americg must be a

Apocinl  example. . The sxampla of
America must b an example not only
of peace bevause wa will net Aght, but
of peape because peace lu the healing
and elevating Influence of the world and
wirife s not. There s such n thing as
i man being tog proud to fight. There
I8 such a thing as & pation belng so
right that (¢ does not need to convines
othern by force that It Is right

Under all the elrcumstances It was un.
fortunnte thiat thesa words were used,
They wera misinterproted and misunder
stood. Mr, Wilson has since explained
that he was dealing In abstract general-
Izatlons, and Intended to make no com-
ment on what was In the mind of every
one. He has learned his lesson, and (It
I8 not likely that he will speak so as to
be misunderntood today.

It Is impossible for him, If he would
be the spokesman for the nation, to say
that no cireumstances can arlss which
will Justify It In a resort to force, Thers
are times when the national self-regpect
can be maintained In no pther way. It
looks now as If such a time were upon
usg, Mr. Wilson himself apparently be-
Hevea that it will sgcon be here, If the
hour has not already struck. He has
orderad wvirtually the whole National
Guard under arms, and is sending the
citigen soldlers to the Mexican frontler
us rapldly as they ecan be got ready. No
maAn regrets tha necessity for this mores
than he. But events have meved too
rupidly for his desires. They were In mo-
tion In Mexleo when he spoke here a yeur
ago last May.

ENLARGING THE VETO POWER
To the Editor of Evening Ledger:

Sir—Under the conetitutions of a mn-

Jority of the States of the Unlon ths Gov-
ernor of the State has the power to disap-
prove of any itam or Items of any appros-
printion bl of whith he does not approve.
In most of the States, the Governar must
Atate In writing the partioular item or
Itema of which he disapproves, and his
reasons therefor. Tha Itama disapproved
shall bo vold unlesa repuswed necording to
rules and limitationa prescribed for the
passnge of other Lills over the exeoutive
veotal
Wae have this In our Constitution In Mich.
Igan and several times It hos been of great
Eervice.
The President of the United States has
no such power nccording to the Constitis
tion. If the President had the power to
veto Individunl items of the rivers und har.
bors blll, the publie bullding bill and other
bills, It would go a long wiy to eliminnte
the “pork™ of some of our appropriation
bills.

Also many times bills that woyld not pass
House and Senate any other way ars nt-
tached aa “riders" to approprintion bills
and iIn this way become Jaws. The Presl-
dent should have the right to wveto the
“ridera.”  In order to take ecare of this
mitter I have Introduced an amendment
to the Constitytion, The new part (s the
eoncluding paragraph, as follows:

The President shall have power to
disapprove of any item or {tems of any
bill making appropriations of manay
embracing distinct {tems; and the purt
oF parta approved shall be law; and
the item or Items diapproved ghall be
vold, unless repasged apcording to the
rules and Umitations prescribed for the
Passage of other hills over the exeou-
tive veto,
